as well as for the necds of His market, - Then g@ct the pest 
No. Onc sced of the recommended veriety that he can find.

Why is that ttruc? 


Roenuse sced thet his becn shelled by machine is much more 
Likely to heave the secd-conts damaged, as well as other 
injurics., And injured eccd is more suxjeet to rot. But 
even hand-shelled sccd is vsuclly improved by trcatment. » 


Is this treating orocess Vor hare to do? 


Not at all. You just coat the seed thorouchilv rith the chemierl 
dust, At the rate of treo to three ounecs of dust, for cvcry 
hundred pounds of sced. You can find ovt the best kind of 
chemiend and prover proportions from your county agent, 


You efhn usc a barrel, box or oil-drum as a home-made rotary 
mixcr —- or you eon cven usc 2 canvas or hervy cloth and roll 
the sccd and dust toecthcr, dust be surc the mixing is donc 
slowly to avoid skinning the secd. Or, if you prefcr, you 
can have the sced trentcd at the shelling plont before you 
Oring it to your fcrm, 


fro, poisonous chemicals uscd in this tre tment? 


Some of ‘thom arc poisonovs. So every srcecution should be 

taken in hendling the dust end the treated seed. Do not 
breathe the dust. hecp it cut af your uyes. You should kcep 
trcoated sced awey from children and livestock - and use the 
treated seca for plenting purposes only. If you hive any icit 
over, it should bk destroyed, sut you can store! be etce tsafely 
enouch if vou kcep it well ventilated in looscly woven sacks
